THE HANDWRITING AND ADDING TOOK 9 MINUTES;

If there be an error in a customer's statement against 
the customer, you are sure to hear of it. If it be against 
you, you may hear of it. 

In either case, you lose either money, or good will, or 
both. Errors don't happen on Burroughs-made state- 
ments. ^ 

Then there is the trial balance. 

Do you realize that the long hours your bookkeeper 
spends getting his balance is time wasted, — that it is time 
spent in discovering mistakes which with a Burroughs 
wouldn't have happened (because they couldnt)f After 
all, your bookkeeper is human, — it is just as impossible for 
a man to avoid mistakes in figuring, as it is for a Bur- 
roughs machine to make them.

Incidentally, did it ever occur to you that your book- 
keeper is in pretty close touch with figures in your busi- 
ness that you know nothing about? 

That if he had time to think a little, instead of being 
at the constant strain of machine work, which without a 
Burroughs he has to do by hand, he would be able to give 
you information of very great value to you and to your 
business ? 

The commercial agencies from their investigations tell 
us that the vast majority of business failures come because 
the men who ran the businesses did not know enough 
about the business. Did not know enough, because until 
the Burroughs came, it cost too much to know. 

The Burroughs means as much — perhaps more — to 
the little concern rated at $2000 (there are hundreds of 
thesie with Burroughs machines) as to the United States 
Government, the German Government, and the great 
corporations, where efficiency is a science.

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You don't know just where you are making money, or 
just where you are losing it.

A Bit of History 

THE utility of any business device may well be 
judged by the success of the company making it. 

It is doubtful if any mechanism has ever been put to 
so grueling a test of actual money value to the business by 
which it was purchased as the Burroughs Adding &

From the preceding chapter you have been able to judge 
something of the character of the houses which use the 
Burroughs Adding & Listing Machine — great commercial 
successes, most of them, headed by men of the most acute 
judgment and the most astute perception. 

This is a little story of the Burroughs Adding Machine 
Company as a corporate body, beginning, indeed, before 
the corporation as a corporation came into existence. 

Every sou of its profits has been derived from the sale 
of its product to men who bought only after the most care- 
ful investigation because they were firmly convinced that 
the purchase of one of the Burroughs Adding & Listing 
Machines meant a money-saving to them or to their own 
concern. 
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Much of the Burroughs success is due to the fact that 
every Burroughs user becomes a Burroughs advocate, — 
in the large majority of cases he is strong enough in his 
opinion not only to influence others but to make additional 
purchases for his own account as needs arise. 

WILLIAM SEWARD BURROUGHS was born 
in Rochester, N, Y., January 28, 1857. He was, 
of course, a mechanical genius — one of the greatest 
the world has ever known — and this genius was born 
with him just as much as his eyes and his ears. Never- 
theless, he never realized this until after he was twenty- 
five years old, when, at his father's desire, he entered a 
bank in Auburn, N. Y. 

In the bank young Burroughs learned that nine-tenths 
of the work that is done by gentlemen who toil indoors at 
nice, clean occupations has to do with figures, and that 
nine-tenths of the commercial side of figures is addition. 
Also, that the human brain is but an imperfect tool, and 
incapable of sustained effort without accident. 

He kept account of all the currency that came into the 
bank, adding it up cent by cent and dollar by dollar. He 
added up long columns representing checks drawn by de- 
positors against their accounts, and by depositors in other 
banks against their accounts, which passed through his 
institution for collection. He added up the same amounts 
over and over again at different times and under different 
names, and always there was a debit side and a credit side, 
and what he added up on one side he had to add all over

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again, in a different form, on the other side — and both 
sides liad to come out the same. If they refused to do 
this, it meant long hours at night, when other folks were 
in bed— and all, perhaps, for a trifling error hidden away 
somewhere in the ambush of a long column, ready to jump 
out at him when he tried for the balance.

Burroughs left the bank with his idea full formed in his 
mind— at least, he knew the work his machine would have 
to do, and, in a general way, how it must be done — and 
thereafter he never rested, through long years of intense, 
unceasing endeavor, through hardship and poverty, the 
discouragement and unbelief of all the world, through 
constantly failing health and strength, until at last he was 
able to show the world a completed model of his "regis- 
tering accountant," the first practical mechanism ever de- 
vised to supplement the work of the human brain in the 
same way that the steam-engine and the electrical dynamo 
So 
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supplement the work of human hands and infinitely mul- 
tiply their capacity. 

From Auburn, Burroughs went directly to St. Louis,

chine-shop where 
a great deal 
of miscellaneous 
work was done.

rude outlines of his adding machine. 

He conceived a machine that would record amounts in- 
delibly on paper, as he did with his pen; that would add 
those amounts just as they were recorded, without the 
slightest possibility of error (as he could not do), and 
would carry a progressive total as fast as the amounts were 
listed, so that on pressing a key at any time during the 
operation a correct total would be printed instantly. 

The course of Burroughs' progress was strewn with 
countless obstacles, each one of which seemed to indicate 
the bitter end of all his hopes. But he never gave up. 

There were times when he worked away in his little 
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room all through the night hours, and only thought of the 
passing of time when the sun streamed brightly through 
the chinks in the drawn shutters at breakfast-time. Once, 
at a crucial point in the work, when it seemed as though 
all the laws of nature and the very elements of mechanics 
were arrayed against him, he remained alone with his work 
all day Monday, IV^onday night, Tuesday, and Tuesday 
night— forty-eight hours altogether — without a wink of 
sleep or a moment's rest. He emerged with the face of a 
ghost, but he was not tired or hungry or sleepy — he had

Burroughs' Invention Attains the Dignity of a 
Commercial Basis — Early Disappointments 

BURROUGHS' first step toward giving the fruits of 
his labors to the world was taken one day in 1884, 
when he was sent to examine some mechanism in a 
large St. Louis dry-goods house. Here he became engaged 
in conversation with a member of the firm who seemed 
interested in the mechanical skill which he displayed. 

To this man Burroughs told something of his idea and 
his belief that he would eventually perfect it if he could 
have money for the endless experiments that were re- 
quired. This man interested others in the dry-goods 
house, and secured $700, which was paid to Burroughs in 
exchange for fourteen shares of stock in the company 
which he proposed to organize.

The work at the Boyer shop progressed quite rapidly, 
and Burroughs managed in one way or another to scrape 
up enough money to keep the project going. He no longer 
had to work out each thought with his own hands in solid 
steel and brass. Instead, he went home every night with 
his head full of new ideas, and came down every morning 
with these ideas firmly fixed on plates of copper or coated 
zinc, from which his little band of assistants created the 
parts he desired. 

Every dollar that Burroughs could get together by the 
sale of stock in his proposed company to friends and ac- 
quaintances was promptly spent in endless experiments,

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until it seemed that there was no bottom to the hole, and 
many who had invested wished heartily that they had 
never seen or heard of Burroughs. 

But all the time Burroughs was getting ahead with his 

work, and hardly a 

week passed without 

some problem solved, 

some important fea 

ture of the machin 

developed. His prog- 
ress during these dark 

days is best shown by 

the successive models onGANHATioNa 

which he built, some 

of which are still in existence. The first one ever exhib- 
ited publicly was built in 1884, and formed the basis of 
his fundamental patent, issued in 1S88, being the first 
ever granted for a key-set recording and adding machine. 
While not a success, it contained the solution of some of 
the inventor's hardest problems, and some .of its essential 
features— for example, the keyboard and the adding mech- 
anism—remain practically unchanged in the Burroughs 
machine to-day, after twenty-five years of constant devel- 
opment and improvement. 

Burroughs builded for the ages. Having little thought 
of personal gain, and no aim except to produce the finest 

machine that could be built, he brought forth a triumph 
of mechanical skill— a veritable masterpiece in metal, 
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which has often been copied, but never equaled or even 
approached. 

The foundation-stone of Burroughs' machine was the 
Pivotal Principle which he built into this and all of his 
later machines, and 
which the best me- 
chanical engineers 
I declare to be the 

:r devised for the 

I purpose. He had ex- 
perimented with or- 
dinary sliding forms 
of construction, and 
found that the fric- 
tion between two sliding metal surfaces tended to destroy 
the absolute accuracy which he sought. 

Another stone which Burroughs put into his foundation 
at the start was the principle that the actual operation of 
the machine should be independent of human agency to 
the greatest possible extent. For this reason, we find that 
even in his earliest models he arranged that the keys should 
merely set up the mechanism in preparation for the actual 
operation of printing and adding, which was accomplished 
by pulling a lever. It is evident that Burroughs had in 
mind the typewritist lady with her ever-busy eraser, and 
he decided at the start to do away with errors caused by 
accidentally striking the wrong keys. 

Another safeguard which he later threw around the 
ti 
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work of the machine was the "locked keyboard," a most 
ingenious idea of his own, which guarded against the pos- 
sibility of the operator accidentally striking a wrong key 
after setting up the amount. 

When the patent 
application was filed, 
in 1885, and the par- 
ticulars about Bur- 
roughs' invention were 
made public, business 
men began to see the 
importance of the de- 
vice, and, through the 

efforts of the man this ptnNCE on swimming pool » u 
who had secured the 16,000 ualions or water 

original investment of 
$700, considerable capital was interested. 

In January, 1886, the American Arithmometer Com- 
pany was organized in St. Louis, and the world-old dream 
of a bookkeeping machine was at last a commercial actu- 
ality, although it was several years before it became a 
marketable commodity. 

With the money raised by the formation of the Com- 
pani', Burroughs set to work with redoubled energy on the 
model, and his glowing promises encouraged the investors 
to look for early returns on their shares. The next model 
which he completed did not satisfy him, however, and he 
refused to have it marketed. He continued to work with 
might and main at his bench in the Boyer shop, and his 
experiments absorbed money at a rate which amazed his 



stockholders. There were always new ideas to be incor- 
porated, new difficulties to be overcome, and by the time 
the first patent was granted in 1 888 Burroughs had sev- 
eral additional applications under way, and more money 
was required at once. 

In spite of murmured protests that it was "throwing 
good money after bad," the stockholders held a meeting on 
June 23 of the year mentioned, and voted to increase the 
stock from $100,000 to $200,000. The additional issue 



was offered for subscription, and the money began to dis- 
appear in the same way as that which had gone before. 
Early in 1889, however, the clamor of the investors be- 
came so great that Burroughs consented to a contract with 
Mr. Boyer to make the necessary tools and build a lot of 
fifty machines, although he was far from satisfied with his 
work, and wanted to be left alone to "coddle" it and make 
various changes. 

It was a tremendous undertaking to prepare for the 
»9 
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manufacture of this entirely original mechanism on a large 

scale, a task involving an extravagant outlay of time and 

money before there could be anything to show. First 

there were endless plans and drawings to be prepared. 

Then came the making of all the "tools" used in building 

the machine, which 

included hundreds of 

different dies, cutters, 

jigs, and special fix- 

Itures. The rest of the 
year 1889 was spent 
in this preliminary 
work, and it was the 
spring of 1890 when 
WAY TO A GAME JoscpH Boycr began 

to deliver machines on the contract for fifty. 

Four of these experimental machines were quietly placed 
in the dry-goods store of Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney, 
St, Louis, for trial, and at a meeting held in July, Bur- 
roughs was instructed to take five machines to New York 
and place them in various banks and business houses. 
Thus the first practical test of the machine was begun. It 
was also disclosed at this meeting that the Company was 
once more out of money, its only possession, aside from the 
patents, being an indebtedness of $6000. 
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The Idea that Finally Brought Success 

MANY stories which are told of the Company's 
progress at that time seem amusing now, but were 
no laughing matter then. 

Of the fifty machines which had been built on contract, 
only a dozen or 
were placed out on 
trial, and the reports 
from these discour- 
aged the Company 
from letting any 
the others get out, so 
they represented prac- 
tically a total loss, as 
Burroughs had feared. 

In one sense these machines were perfect, but only in 
the same sense as a piano or violin, which gives perfect 
results under the manipulation of a true artist who is 
skilled in its technique, but may emit the most appalling 
sounds in the hands of an awkward performer. The chief 
difficulty was that no two persons operated Burroughs' 
machine in the same way. One man would pull the lever 
slowly and evenly; another jerked it violently, and thus 
obtained results as amazing as those of the beginner on the 
piano. Since it was impossible to have all clerks and book- 
keepers learn the operation of the adding machine as they 
would learn the piano, it is easy to see that there was great 
confusion in the offices where these first machines were 
tried out. 
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Burroughs himself could do almost anything with his 
creation, of course, and his public demonstrations were 
beautiful to behold. But many who witnessed went away 
wagging their heads and declaring that they weren't to 
be fooled by a "faker" 
who performed math- 
ematical wonders in 
his head and then 
printed them with his 
machine. 

All efforts to edu-

nally given up in disgust. Burroughs himself passed 
through the fiercest disappointment of his life, for here he 
saw the final ruin of all his cherished hopes, and just at 
the point where he thought the struggle had been won. 
His indomitable spirit rose to meet the issue. 
One night the inventor went home after a whole day 
spent in listening to bitter complaints from his associates, 
and It seemed as though he had reached the very end of 
the road and come face to face with a stone wall which 
even his genius and determination could not surmount. For 
years he had been fighting oil disease by sheer force of will 
power, the knowledge that he had a work to do and dared 
not give up until it was finished. Now his face was drawn 
and haggard, there was the light of fever in his eyes; but 
9Z 
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he locked himself into his little room, and set to work as 
even he had never worked before. 

Alone in his shop, through three days and nights, he 
worked unceasingly, with scarcely a pause for food or rest. 
But when at last he I 
emerged and locked I

the machine and the convention 

manner of its operation— regardless of the inexperience, 
carelessness, or violence of the operator. He could see the 
completed machine before his eyes as plainly as though it 
actually existed in brass and steel. 

Soon this device, which is now famous as the "Bur- 
roughs Automatic Control," was put together in rough 
form and applied to the machine. 

The device met every test, and responded so perfectly 
to all demands made upon it that Burroughs was at last 
entirely satisfied, and started to build several machines by 
hand. The matter of manufacturing the perfected ma- 
chines on a large scale was then discussed, but the old 
difficulty of finding funds was as great as ever. Bur- 
roughs threw himself heartily into the work of raising 
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funds, and gave public demonstrations in various places, 
using one of his hand-made models, in the hope of attract- 
ing investors, but with little success. 

He also continued to experiment through the entire 
year 1890, refining 
various parts of the 
machine and making 
minor improvements 
which his associates 
considered entirely 
unnecessary. 

Failing entirely to 
aise money from any

Company found itself toward the close of 1890 in sore 
straits, with all of Its resources exhausted in completing 
the experimental work, and nothing left with which to 
build and market the machines. So it looked for a time 
as though the project would finally have to be abandoned 
just when success was at hand. 

Finally, however, when it came to a choice between 
finding more money or losing all they had put in, the 
directors managed somehow to get hold of additional cash. 
Immediately this money was in hand every one took heart 
again, and before the coming of 1891 a new contract had 
been given to Mr. Boyer to make an entirely new com- 
plement of tools and to begin building one hundred ma- 
chines as soon as possible. 
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This work was much advanced by the fact that Bur- 
roughs entered into it with enthusiasm and threw all his 
wonderful energy into the work. Where he slighted the 
first lot of tools because he knew that they represented a 
waste, he now insist- ■ 
ed on the most scrupu- I 
lous care in the mak- i, 
ing of every detail, > 
and he established a 
standard of accuracy 
in construction which 
has made the Bur- 
roughs machines fa- 
mous among expert competition dobimc salesmen's class

In the summer of 1891 the first of the hundred machines 
began coming through the Boyer machine-shop, and there 
were indications at last that the adding machine had 
reached the dignity of a marketable commodity. 

One thing which destroyed Burroughs' perfect peace of 
mind at this time, in addition to his health, which declined 
steadily, was the thought of the fifty imperfect machines 
that had been built. He did not rest until all that had 
been placed out on trial were called in, and then the entire 
lot were stored away in a back room of the shop. One day 
he paid a stealthy visit to the dusty old room where they 
were stored, and sat for a long time in retrospective study 
of them. What memories of hardship, delayed hopes, and 
disappointments they aroused ! 
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He had won a success, and fortune was within his grasp, 

all built on the foundation of these incomplete machines; 

but they reminded him of everything he wanted to forget, 

and he could not endure to have them in existence, even

he had disposed of the last one, he called Mr. Boyer to 
come and see the ruin. "There!" he exclaimed, "I have 
ended the last of my troubles." 

Thus was demonstrated the wisdom of conducting all 
experiments at the expense of the Company, instead of the 
purchaser, and from that day to this no Burroughs ma- 
chine has ever left the factory until its worth and efficiency 
have been proven beyond the possibility of a doubt. The 
machine has been constantly improved and developed on 
the widest scale, and its makers now hold a large number 
of patents and have many additional applications pending, 
covering the entire field of adding-machine development 
to the present time. Until they have "made good" none 
of these are incorporated in machines offered the public. 
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With the last of its mechanical troubles out of the way, 
the problems of the American Arithmometer Company 
resolved themselves largely into the one of marketing the 
machines to the best advantage. Having achieved what 
the world had de- ' 
clared impossible, ' 
Burroughs now found 
that scarcely any one 
had an idea of 
warding him by buy- 
ing the machine. It 
was regarded as a 
wonder of science, 
something to be ob- stssioN m tent 

served under the tender shelter of a glass case, and mar- 
veled at, but there was only occasionally a business man 
who could bring himself to appreciate that this machine 
meant time, work, and money saved jor him. 

Before the machine could be made a real success, it was 
necessary to begin an entirely new undertaking— the task 
of educating the public in the every-day uses and economy 
of the machine. It was not until a dozen years later that 
this was really brought about on a broad scale. In the 
meantime, the machine was sold largely to banks, who 
soon learned its wonderful saving of time and labor. 

The inventor, contrary to the tradition concerning in- 
ventors in general, lived to see his dreams come partly 
true, and to reap the substantial reward of his labors, for 
his holdings in the Company grew into a goodly fortune. 
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Gradually, however, the dread tuberculosis, which had 

first seized him in the bank at Auburn, tightened its hold, 

and he was compelled to seek a sunnier dime in the hope 

of prolonging his days. At Citronellc, Alabama, he made 

a home, and here his 

last days were spent, 

employed with the 

mechanical problems 

which he loved and 

which were second 

lature to him.

WHEN the telephone company puts a phone in your 
office you buy, not a telephone, but telephone ser- 
vice. When you buy anything else for use the same thing 
is true, even though the ownership of the physical article 
passes to you and you have no definite contract relation- 
ship with the seller. The thing you want is not a desk, a 
filing cabinet, an adding machine, or a what-not — but 
service. 

If this were not true, anything that answered the dic- 
tionary's definition of a desk, a filing cabinet, an adding 
machine, or a what-not would be satisfactory and "qual- 
ity" would be an idle claim for a manufacturer to make. 

Burroughs service, and in fact the entire Burroughs or- 
ganization, is based on this and one other fact — the fact 
that it is not enough to be willing to render service, not 
even enough to try to give service. The essential thing is 
that the seller have an organization large enough and 
properly equipped to render service. 

It costs $300,000 a year to maintain Burroughs Service. 
It has taken twenty years to bring the organization to its 
present state of efficiency, so it is not something that can 
be duplicated in a day or that the prospective buyer should 
overlook. It plays the big part it does in the Burroughs 
system of selling not from any airy, altruistic notions but 
because it is good business. Old buyers are the best new 
buyers if the seller gives them what they really buy — 
Service. Not only do they come again, but their satisfac- 
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tion is fruitful of other sales. This is the Burroughs idea, 
the reason for Burroughs service and the basis of Bur- 
roughs success. 

When a Burroughs salesman secures a signature to a 
contract of sale, the deal is not "closed" but just com- 
menced. From that time on, the buyer becomes a subject 
of concern to this large but very carefully systematized 
Burroughs service organization which has but a single 
reason for existence— namely— to see that every Bur- 
roughs user gets continuous and maximum service from his 
Burroughs Adding & Listing Machine. 
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The Burroughs Service organization consists of three 
departments, each covering its own particular field. 

The Inspections Service Department is charged with 
the business of giving every one of the 135,000 Burroughs 
owners uninterrupted use of his machine. 

The Inventions Service Department is constantly at 
work improving the Burroughs — not by altering its funda- 
mental, mechanical principle which time and experiments 
(our own and others) have proved impregnable — but by 
refining it at every possible point, adding to it every fea- 
ture that will widen its scope and make it more useful 
from a money-making, time and labor saving standpoint. 

The Systems Service Department is a clearing-house of 
really effective business systems and short cuts. It col- 
lects the experiences of the 135,000 Burroughs users, 
classifies them, and upon request distributes the results of 
its work freely to those interested. 

How these three departments are constituted and work 
— the manner in which they attack the problems that con- 
front them — the extent to which their results prove of 
value in the offices of Burroughs users, all throws a striking 
sidelight on the success and profit with which a highly 
efficient organization can put the service theory of selling 
into actual practice. 

The Burroughs Inspections Service Department is coun- 
try-wide in its extent. Some one of its stations is within 
easy reach of every Burroughs user in the land. The in- 
spectors in charge are experts— factory graduates who first 
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were selected because of their exceptional mechanical skill 

and then given a thorough training at the home factory in 
every detail of adding machine construction. 

When a man buys a Burroughs, the Inspections Service 
Department first makes certain that the machine he has is 
fully up to the Burroughs standard of uncompromising 
perfection. 

A myriad of factory inspections during the construction 
of the machine practically eliminate all chance of a defec- 
tive machine getting out of the factory; but, to guard 
against the bare possibility that does exist, the Inspections 
Service Department assumes for the first year entire re- 
sponsibility of every Burroughs sold. During this time, 
if any parts prove defective in workmanship or material, 
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the department replaces them without expense to the buy- 
ers. It also cares for the machine regularly— oiling, clean- 
ing and inspecting it free of charge. 

This first year is the technical "guarantee" period and 
is made a year because if a machine were defective, use 
would bring its faults to light long before that time had 
elapsed. 

As a matter of fact, the Burroughs user is guaranteed 
continuous use of his machine for a business lifetime at 
least— and at minimum expense. This is not a promise 
but a fact proved by twenty years of actual practice and 
by the existence of the Inspections Department for this 
very purpose. 
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After the first year, every user is cared for by his local 
service station. If he desires it, an inspector will call reg- 
ularly, examine the machine, clean and oil it for a trifling 
charge, although this is not essential, the user himself being 
able to do it easily at 
the rare intervals 
when it is necessary.

however, is evidenced in case of accident. 

When some mishap puts a Burroughs "out of business" 
a message to the service station brings an inspector to the 
scene instantly. Often, thanks to the Burroughs unit con- 
struction and interchangeable parts, a seemingly wrecked 
machine is repaired in a few minutes' time at practically 
no expense. If this cannot be done and the machine must 
be sent away for repairs, the user is not inconvenienced, 
for another machine is immediately loaned him free until 
his own Is again in commission. 

Thus the Burroughs user is protected in his investment 
throughout the years— not merely indemnified against 
money loss but assured of the thing he purchases— adding 
machine service for a business lifetime. 
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The work of the Inventions Service Department is not 
in a strict sense that of "perfecting" the Burroughs Add- 
ing Machine, but rather of carrying to completion a work 
so perfectly done at the start that need for improvement

With this perfect start, however, the possibilities of 
applying the adding and listing machine to various needs 
and of increasing its time-saving and money-making quali- 
ties were without limit. It has been and is the work of 
the Inventions Service Department to turn these possi- 
bilities into realities and for nineteen years the department 
has been doing its work with remarkable success. 

It has brought out from time to time new models and 
new features, each marking a new step in the progress of 
performing commercial arithmetical calculations by ma- 
chine in the easiest, quickest, and most economical manner. 

Year after year the Inventions Service Department has 
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been anticipating new uses and more varied applications of 

the Burroughs with new inventions. Some of the features 
it has added to the machine have become so familiar that 
the user scarcely realizes they were ever absent ; Separate 
buttons for total and 
subtotal, the elimi- 
nating button, the

no means a negligible accomplishment of the Inventions 
Service Department. Credit for the Burroughs unit con- 
struction and interchangeability of parts, which are prac- 
tically essential to insuring continuous service, must also 
be largely given the Inventions Service Department. 

The 86 Burroughs models, which have been brought 
out so far, originated or were worked out in the Inven- 
tions Service Departments. The Electric Drive (now an 
optional feature on all but the very smallest machines), 
the Duplex Model, the Split and Normal types, the Bur- 
roughs Visible, Low Key-board, Model— some of the 
most recent Burroughs models which have raised the 
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utility of the adding machine to highest degree it has yet 
attained — are typical of the Inventions Service Depart- 
ment's work and a promise of what may be expected in 
the future. 

The value of Burroughs Inventions Service to the man 
about to buy a machine is evident enough because it gives 
him for his money a machine that represents the very latest 
word in adding machine efficiency, but it is a fact that Bur- 
roughs Inventions Service is equally valuable to the man 
who bought a Burroughs model of five years ago. Old 
Burroughs are never useless or to be discarded. Any Bur- 
roughs user can turn in his old machine at a very liberal 
allowance on any new machine he desires. He gains by 
having purchased a machine five years ago because it has 
not only repaid its original purchase price many times over, 
but also because it always has a generous value when ap- 
plied toward a new machine. 

Burroughs Inventions Service enables the adding ma- 
chine user to enjoy continuous adding machine service, 
keep pace with the most advanced adding machine prog- 
ress, and never lose a cent by being compelled to throw an 
"out of date, discarded** model on the junk heap. 

Among the 135,000 users of Burroughs Adding & 
Listing Machines are some of the keenest business intel- 
lects of the country. With the highly efficient, time sav- 
ing Burroughs at their command, it is only natural that 
these equally efficient and analytical men should be able to 
apply the machine to their particular needs to advantage, 
devise business short cuts, and eliminate old, round-about, 
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make-shift methods. This was done from the very first, 
and long before the Systems Service Department had been 
established letters were being received from some of these 
users describing their successful methods. After a time, 
these experiences began to be referred to other users for 
their information and benefit. In time, the amount and 
value of the data thus secured compelled a recognition 
both of its worth to Burroughs users in general and the 
necessity for handling it in some systematic manner. The 
outcome of much thought and effort in the matter was the 
Systems Service Department. 

The business of the Systems Service Department is to 
collect and systematize the experiences of Burroughs users, 
put them into shape, and distribute them among others. 

Experience has shown that one of the most practical 
ways of giving out this information is in the shape of fac- 
simile forms with necessary explanatory matter printed on 
the back. These forms do not represent "pet theories" of 
"systematizers" but are actual methods in daily use some- 
where. This service is not restricted to Burroughs users 
but is freely given to all who make inquiries, for while all 
of these methods have their greatest value when used in 
connection with the Burroughs, many can be advanta- 
geously applied in other cases. 

Each day and week that goes by sees this mass of data 

becoming greater and more valuable. The 135,000 users 

from whom it comes represent over 400 lines of business, 

so that it would be difficult, indeed, to find a field in which 

the Systems Service Department could not offer valuable 

suggestions. 
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Of course to properly systematize, evaluate, and develop 
to perfection the methods suggested requires a staff of 
business experts, men personally and widely experienced 
in many lines of business. To this staff also are referred 
individual business problems requiring special study. By 
concentrating upon such cases the Systems Service De- 
partment has often been able to devise methods worth 
many times the cost of his Burroughs to some particular 
user or to some line of business. Occasionally such study 
results in a new type of Burroughs or a specially made 
machine to do some particular class of work more effi- 
ciently than it had ever been done before. 

The Burroughs Systems Service Department makes 
Burroughs Service complete to the last detail. In effect it 
makes every Burroughs user a member of a world-wide 
Burroughs organization which draws from each for the 
benefit of the others and gives to each the best that the 
rest have to offer.

The Machines 

ON pages 1 20 and 121 is a large picture of a Bur- 
roughs Adding & Listing Machine as arranged for 
operation by hand. 

The operation of the machine is simplicity itself. A 
slight pressure on each of the keys representing each digit 
of the number one desires to list "sets" the machine for 
that number. 

The keys stay depressed so that the operator can easily 
see exactly what number he has set up, and whether or 
not there has been a mistake in his pressure of the keys. 

No printing on any paper is accomplished until the 
operator moves the lever which appears at the right-hand 
side of the machine. 

This automatically prints the number which he has set 
up and adds it to any number which he has set up pre- 
viously. 

Proceeding to set up the various numbers which he de- 
sires to list, each time moving the handle to print the 
number, when he arrives at the end of the items the 
operator presses the total key on the left-hand side of the 
machine, moves the handle twice, and at the foot of the 
column of figures which have been printed on the paper 
appears the correct addition. 

This, in brief, is all there is to the operation of the 
Burroughs Adding & Listing Machine. 

In the following pages will be found some brief de- 
ny 
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scriptivc matter relative to the various points of excei- 
lence which, taken together, make the Burroughs Adding 
& Listing Machine what it is— the best adding and list- 
ing machine in the world. 

Each of these devices is a product of the Burroughs In- 
ventions Department, and before any one of them was put 
into a Burroughs Adding & Listing Machine that was 
sold to the public, it was tested time and time and time 
again in the factory and absolutely and definitely proved 

One of the principal reasons that the Burroughs Ma- 
chine stands up for year after year of constant service lies 
in the single word "standardization." 

Every part of every Burroughs Machine must be up to 
standard of size and quality. That means that one-quar- 
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ter of a thousandth of an inch is enough variation in size 
to cause a piece to be rejected. Even the steel used in 
making the Burroughs Adding Machine is manufactured 
under special formula; manufactured sometimes a year in 
advance of its use, that it may have ample opportunity to 
become thoroughly "settled" before it is touched by a tool. 

After each part, no matter how trifling, has passed its 
rigid test, it goes on to the assembling-room, where the 
parts are put together in working sections, and these sec- 
tions, before any part is covered up, are thoroughly tested 
again. Then after the sections are set into the complete 
machine, the machine itself is inspected twice more. 

There is no such thing as ** pretty good" Burroughs; 
every Burroughs Adding Machine is just the best adding 
machine that it is possible to make— best as to materials; 
best as to workmanship ; best, above all things, as to origi- 
nal design. 

If you be of a mechanical turn of mind, the details of 
Burroughs construction would doubtless interest you 
vastly. You would like to understand the pivotal princi- 
ple on which the machine is based — "the only principle 
which absolutely prevents mistakes, either in printing or 
adding" ; like to see the working of the spring cushion that 
takes up all possible abuse to which the machine may be 
subjected — see how it prevents noise; reduces friction; 
makes easy the pull of the handle ; adds life to the machine. 

On the other hand, most of us have neither time nor in- 
clination to look into all the ways and means. We are sat- 
isfied with results.

A MACHINE equipped with this device may be split 
at will into several sections at different points. 
Some of the sections may add ; others may list but not add. 
The exact location of the splits is determined when the 
machine is made. The control of which set is to be used 
at any time is effected by an indicator located at the lower 
left-hand corner of the face of the machine. 

The diagram on the preceding page shows some of the 
different column divisions that may be secured on a fifteen 
column Burroughs when equipped with the Variable Split 
Device. By moving the lever to one of the numbered po- 
sitions the keyboard splits for that position become effec- 
tive and all other splits are inoperative. 

As many ** splits" or arrangements of the keyboard as 
are necessary may be made, in order to equip the ma- 
chine to care for the maximum requirements of any busi- 
ness. 

For instance, a machine might be used for taking off a 
trial balance (position O) listing and totaling debits and 
credits at the same time. A little later a list of voucher 
numbers and amounts would be made (position i), or it 
might be employees' hours and amounts ( position 2 ) .

THIS machine is equipped with keys for printing the months of 
the year and DR, CR and BAL» also the days of the month 
from I to 31, as well as amounts in dollars and cents, or any 
other money. Ordinarily a bichrome ribbon is used, so that months 
and days are printed in red and amounts in black. The machine can be used 
for any other kind of figure work as well. A special statement carriage, 
described on page 154, handles loose statements rapidly and accurately, 
or the statements may be printed in rolls. 

In the wide Statement Machines it is very desirable to have the Split 
and Normal, or Variable Split Device, as it gives a wider range of 
usefulness on general work. 

The illustration on the next page shows a statement made on the 
Burroughs Statement Machine, where debits are totaled, then credits 
totaled, and the credits subtracted from the debits with the carriage held 
back out of printing position. 

Page 146 shows the diagram of a thirteen column Statement Machine 
with a row of special keys for printing abbreviations desired in a par- 
ticular business. Any abbreviation may be had, and any number of 
them. Page 149 shows how the work appears on a statement. 

An immense amount of time is saved each month in getting out state- 
ments on the Burroughs machine.

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Duplex Statement Machine 

THE Duplex feature finds a particularly important application in 
connection with the Burroughs Statement Machine because it 
enables the bookkeeper to make out a statement, using the upper 
counter, and then transfer the balance of that statement to the 
lower counter. After running through the entire month's statements, the 
grand total of balances accumulated in the lower counter gives the total 
of outstanding accounts.
